L-ft to .•iioosc 
Britons and Irish desirous of migrating probably would continue to 
come to the United States in large numbers, offsetting in part tli.' 
racial dUution for whicb llic otlior kind of immigration is responsible 
But we seem destined to be denied a great share of that which would 

lie most welcome. 

Even in the midst of war the far-sighted British government 
undertook an inquiry as to the probable trend of emigration when 
peace rtiould be made and it was then decided that so far as could be 
the Britons who would nut stay at lionie inu.sl be induced to go to 
British possessions, this for economic and protective reasons. .\'ow 
the Round Table, a quarterly devoted to Britisii political and . eo- 
uomic inti'rcsts, has made an exliaustive study of the migration of the 
races and intimates a decision that must deeply coneern Americans. 
It admits there will be an enormous ino\ ement from i;urope and as- 
serts that the new type emigration from the southern and eastern 
sections is not desirable in Canada or Australia because it will be too 
heavy to be assirailatt'd. Britons will flit by tile thon.sands, but "it 
should, however, be a cardinal point m our policy to see that those 
of our people who are determined to go abroad do not settle outside 
the empire. And tliere may be exceptional temptations in that 
direction, if it is true there is an unusual disposition in America to 
•arelcome British immigration." 

The di.sposition hinted at may b.' taken for granted. Obstacles 
to its satisfaction which may be interposed, cannot, jierhaps, bp over- 
come, but in that case our government will have to consider the cf- 
feeta of an influx offering no new strength to our old stock-

"A prominent Demooratlc organ re- 
marks with an attempt at facetiots- 
ness that the Republican national ad- 
ministration w ll Italk about reducing 
taxes but will accomplish nothing 
soon In that diroctlon. That paper also 
Inllinates that the Itepublicaus priini- 
Ised reduction of taea. As a matter of 
fact, neither party pledged ta.\ reduc- 
tions. In the Republican platform 
adopted at Chicago the sectlou relat- 
ing to taxation began as follows: 

The burden ot taxation Imposed 
upon the American people Is stagger- 
ing; but in presenting a true state- 
ment ot the situation we must face the 
fact that, while the character of the 
taxes can and should be changed, an 
early reduction of the amount of rev- 
enue to be rained is not to lie expected. 
The next llepubllcan adtnlulst ration 
will i!ilierit from Its ncmocnaic Jired- 
eceSBor a I'dloatlng Indcbiedness of 
over three billion dollars, tiie prompt 
liquidation of which Is demanded by 
sound financial considerations,' 

"That platform also set forth that 
In addition to the floating indebted- 
ness of three billions, there Is an early 
maturing bond Indebtedness ot five 
billions. As everybody knows, tbe an- 
nual Interest burden at the present 
time Is practically equal to tho entire 
Kuvernment expenditures fnr ;ill pur- 
poses prior to the war. The Kepub- 
lii aii party deal frankly and Iinnestly 
with the voters of the country by ex- 
pressly asserting that there is no hope 
of early reduction of taxes. The Dem- 
ocratic platform was not quite so 
frank, tor, although not promising re 
ductton ,the Democrats did not admit 
tl;c Impossibility of reduction. They 
hoped to gain a tew votes by leaving 
tho Inference that they might reduce 
the tat burden. 

■ As to the nature of the i-lianses in 
liixatinn, the two parties were in ac- 
cord, Tho Republicans proe-.l. c'd "tax 
Ir.ws which do not for tax tiiws which 
do. excessively mulct the consumer or 
needlessly repress enterprise and 
thrift.' This was aimed at the excess 
profits tax which has discouraged en- 
terprise and is charged with increas- 
ing prices to the extent of 23 per cent. 
The Democratic platfbrm pledged a 
revision of the tax laws 'to fit peace 
conditions bo that tho wealth of the 
nation may not b ewitlulrawn from 
productive enterprise and diverted to 
wasteful or non-productive expendi- 
ture." This was apparently a pledge 
to repeal the excess profits lax for 
that Is the tax which has been charged 
With withdrawing money from pro- 
ductive enterprise. 

"As indicated by President Harding 
In his addresa to Congress, It Is the 
desire of Republicans to reduce the 
tax burden if possible, and their ef- 



rurts will lie bent In that direction, 
but It should be dlbtlnctly understood 
that there was no campaign or pre- 
election promise tht such a result 
would be attained. 

"Any attempt of tbe Demoorata at 
this stage of developments to create 
the Impression that Republicans are 
guilty of breaking promises It they 
fall to reduce tax burdens, Is dishon- 
est. The llepubllcans openly declared 
In their platform that they had no 
hope of reducing tlii' maoiint of the 
burden In the near tiiliire 'lliei iIhI 
promise to sulistilute a better form of 
lax- one tlial 'vould not ^ellres^ enter- 
prise or neeilli'sdy mulct ilie cun-
